I am one of many landowners and residents in Wilson County that would be directly and negatively affected by 
construction and operation of the proposed Atlantic Coast Pipeline. I am one of the many who have sent letters, emails or 
called pleading that the pipeline be stopped. I do not understand how FERC could approve such a environmentally 
devastating project to move forward.
